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REPORT  ON  PRISON  DEPARTMENT  OPERATIONS 
For  Year  Ended  June  30,  1939 

COMMENTS 

The  Prison  Department  is  set  up  in  the  budget  as  a  self-supporting 
activity  and  is  charged  with  all  expenditures  pertaining  thereto,  and 
credited  with  prison  labor  used  on  highways;  receipts  from  sale  of  farm 
products,  and  the  sale  or  transfer  of  manufactured  products.  The  allowance 
for  prison  labor  was  based  on  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day  for  the  period 
covered  by  this  report.
